CHICAGO MUST HAVE SUBWAY.
Has $2,000,000 On Hand With Which
to Begin.

Chleago, Oel, 20.—A comprehenalve
subway system for Chicago will be
started before April, 1806, according to
Alderman Mliton J. Foreman, chalr-
man of the transportation committee
of the city councll, The system as
outlined by Mr. Foreman in an address
at the real estate board banquet will
extend ue far south as Twelfth street,
as fir north as Chicago avenue and as
fur west as Hulsted street. The sub-
way will accommodate through traffe.
Surfuce cars will continue to carey lo-

enl trafMie.

The tunnel, If the present plans are
carrled out, will be divided into four
compartments. Two of these will be for
rallways, the otheérs for such publie utll-
ities an heating and refrigerator plants,
high water pressure plpes and electric
wiring. The present viver tunnels will
be utilized In the new system, Alder-
man Foreman explained that the cars
after leaving the subways will be run
oither on elevated structures or through
alleys,

A ‘fund of $2,000,000 fs on hand for
the beginning of the work, Mr. Fore-
man stated. This sum is sufficient to
keep construction work going on for
two years,
